Oil A n d T a x e s . 
The oil business, which has become 
the largest single contributor to the 
tax chest in Texas during the last 
few years, has made a comprehensive 
study of its part in the tax program, 
which should be of interest to Tex­ 
a n s not only as consumers, but be­ 
cause oil is found in over half the 
counties in Texas, and directly af­ 
fects hundreds of thousands of land­ 
owners, 
royalty 
owners, 
bankers, 
merchants, and workers directly em­ 
ployed in the production and process­ 
ing of Texas oil. 
This study, sub­ 
mitted by the tax committee of Mid- 
Continent Oil and Gas Association, 
at its recent convention, declared the 
average State and County lax last 
year was 10.9 per barrel, and in 20 
other counties the tax ranged from 
l l to 14.7 cents. This includes tax^s 
imposed by 
State, county, 
school 
districts and other political subdivis­ 
ions, but doe> not include the sales 
lax on gasoline, paid by the consum­ 
er. The report shows oil constitutes
